Services available for low income seniors

“I’m planning to go tomorrow 
with my nephew to the nursing 
home to fill out some papers to 
get on the waiting list,” Miss 
Pearl said. “Do you think I still 
need to go?” She wondered 
because I was taking an applica- 
tion to admit her to SARCOA’s 
Frail Elderly and Disabled 
Medicaid Waiver program. This 
program provides services in the 
home, at no cost to the individ- 
ual, for low-income people who. 
medically qualify for the nursing 
home. I told her, that she could 
put her name on the nursing 
home waiting list and while she 
was waiting she’could see if the 
services in her home were suffi- 
cient to meet her needs for a 
while longer. As it turned out, 


ment, with ser “for another 
nine years before going to the 
nursing home: 


Miss Pearl, now deceased, was 
the widow of a church pastor. 
She lived alone and was in her 


- 80s when I first met her. She had 


no children and very little family. 
She had chronic health problems, 
a low income and few assets. 
Without services in her home, 
she would have gone to the nurs- 


’ ing home. She was ideal for the 


Medicaid Waiver program but a 


person can have children, a ° 


spouse and other family and still 
be on the program. 

This program is wonderful for 
our state and taxpayers too since 
Miss Pearl and everyone on this 
program qualifies for Medicaid 
to pay for their nursing home 
costs. With nursing home cost at 
approximately $4,000 per month 
and E &°‘D Medicaid Waiver, on 
average, $800 per month, this 
represents a savings of $38,400 
per year per person. For the nine 
years that Miss Pearl was on the 
program, the state and tax payers 


saved $345,600 for this one per- : 


son. 

To qualify for the program, 
prospective clients must be either 
on “full” Alabama Medicaid or 
eligible for Alabama Medicaid 
and meet certain standards of 
medical need established by 
Medicaid. Some people are not 
currently on Medicaid but would 
qualify if not for the income of 
their spouse, If the spouse in 
need of care has a low income 
($643 or less), then they may 
qualify for this service. 

The services assigned to the 
person in need of help are select- 
ed from the following: 


bathing, dressing, ambulation, 
housekeeping, feeding and 
supervising the self-administra- 
tion of medications, 

* Respite Care which is pro- 
vided to individuals unable to 
care for themselves. The worker 
stays with the client in the 


legal services, community pro- 
grams and assistance in applying 
for benefits and entitlements. 

* Adult Day Health Care pro- 
vides social and health care’ for 
individuals who need additional 
interaction or who can no longer 
remain safely at home. It pro- 
vides health. monitoring and also 
allows the caregiver the freedom 
to continue to work or to have 
additional time for other. needs 
and interests. Limited transporta- 
tion is provided to bring clients 


. to and from the Day Care Center. 


* Home Delivered Frozen 
Meals are delivered to the home 
once per week. There must/be a 
microwave or oven for héating 
the meals and freezer space to 
accommodate a week’s supply of 
meals.

As the July 4th holiday 
remains one of the busiest boat- 
ing weekends of the year, safety 
advocates say life jackets could 
play a pivotal role in keeping 
boaters out of harm's. way this 
holiday. 

Research conducted by the 
U.S. Coast Guard continues to 
indicate that wearing a life jack- 
et is the number one safety pre- 
caution boaters can take on the 
water; in 2005, 87 percent of 


“But accidents happen in an 
instant, and if you aren't wear- 
ing your life jacket, the reality is 
that you probably won't have 
time to reach for a stowed one,” 
This year, Christa Miller, star 
on the hit comedy “Scrubs” and 
mother of three, is joining the 
effort, by lending her voice to 
encourage the women and 
moms of families in communi 
ties across America to be proac- 
tive about making sure their 
family members and friends 
wear - and don't just stow - their 
life jackets. Known as the sale- 
ty “gatekeopers” in the family, 
women, Christa says, can play a 
huge role in making sure their 
loved ones make a habit out of 
staying safe, “ht should just be 
second nature to pul on your life 
jacket before getting on a boat.

Selecting the right 
rod can be 
confusing

fishing rod was described was stiff or limber. That was in the days 
when fiberglass rods were king. These fiberglass rods are still used, 
especially by salt-water fishermen. Short solid fiberglass rods are 
also excellent when fishing small streams with heavy brush along 
the banks. 

But when it comes to today’s rods, we are talking about graphite 
or graphite composite material. Like the old fiberglass rods, they 
come in all lengths and actions. ‘The length and action rod we need 
depends on the type fishing we do. For open water fishing without 
casting obstructions the longer rods are better. They will cast far- 
ther and they are regarded as more sporting when playing a fish: 
Long rods also absorb shock better. than shorter rods. 

Short rods are at there best when one has to haul a big bass or cat 
fish out of a brush pile or through the lily pads, They, are 2 pore 
er to transport and take up little room in a small boat. 

After one decides on the best length, rod action must be consid- 
ered. 

A fast action rod bends mostly in the upper third of the rod, near 
the tip. A medium action rod bends to about the mid point of the 
rod, while a slow action rod is flexible for almost its’ entire length. 
Fast action rods usually offer better cast control and sensitivity 
when it comes to “feeling” a lure as it is retrieved. Fast action rods 
allow one to set the hook better than the slower action rods'as well. 
This action is ideal when using jigs or plastic soft baits. : 

Slow action rods are often preferred when using live bait. They 
are also excellent when fishing for soft-mouthed fish like crappie. 
Slow action rods are often preferred when using very light lines that 
could break off if using a fast action rod. They have that seesawing, 
shock absorber affect. This is why very large fish have been caught 
on very light line. 

Fisherman that doesn't want to tie up money in several different 
rods will do well with a medium action rod. It simply combines 
casting accuracy and enough backbone for setting the hook. If you 
are picking a rod for a youngster or as a gift for the average fisher- 
man, you can't go too wrong with a medium action rod. 

When purchasing a rod, check to see what weight lures the rod is 
rated for. It will usually be listed on the large end of the rod near 
the grip. Most rods can handle a lure _ ounce heavier or lighter than 
what the rod calls for. 

One doesn't have to be a rocket scientist or do a lot of research to 
pick a good rod. Just have a general idea of the species of fish you 
will be after and the conditions you will be fishing under.

Even with the rain received 
lately, it is only a “drop in the 
bucket” compared to what farm- 
ers need to have good crops and 
what cities need for a sufficient 
water supply.

Management Authority report 
on monthly and year to date 
rainfall, however, Elba has seen 
more rainfall than this time last 
Summer. 

The month of May might not 
show it considering Elba only 
received 0.44 inches in compar- 
ison to 3.08 inches last year. 
However, a look at the year-to- 
date will show Elba so far is 
nearly six inches above the pre- 
vious year, At this time last year, 
Elba had received 14.72 inches 
of rain, This year the local area 
has accumulated 20,68 inches,

With this in mind, City of 
Elba Water Superintendent 
Dennis Coleman was asked 
about Elba’s water supply. 

“The City of Elba Water 
System is made up of four stor- 
age tanks with a combined | 
million gallons stored and five 
wells, with one of those wells on 
standby. The one that is on 
standby would only be used dur- 
ing an emergency,” said 
Coleman. “Each well pumps 
between 135,000 and 249,000 
(gallons) daily to the storage 
tanks, which totals nearly 24 
million gallons per month.”
